Several people, including Mindy, 
KMAINDY, Greg, ACANY, among others have been not only throwing 
ideas for both use and financing out there, but moving forward on 
them as well. 


Itemized lists — the best way to get things done — have been proposed 
which include making inquires and commitments for funding, getting a 
starter fund set up, making sure the ARDC grants, figuring out how to

As mentioned, some of these things are already beyond the planning stages. The ARDC grant may actually 
have been submitted.
